Information regarding road conditions and surfaces as at April, 1948—Kingsgate to 
Banff: Hard-surfaced Kingsgate to Radium Hot Springs, gravel Hot Springs to Eisen¬ 
hower Jet., then hard-surface to Banff. Banff to Jasper: Hard-surfaced to Junction 
near Lake Louise (36-miles) then balance of 150-miles is good gravel road. May be im¬ 
proved this summer. Most Scenic Highway in Rockies. Don’t miss this trip! Banff to 
L,ake Louise, Emerald Lake, Yoho, etc.: Hard-surfaced roads most places, well- 
kept gravelled roads others. Banff-Calgary-Edmonton-Jasper: Hard-surfaced high¬ 
way to Calgary and on to Edmonton, and balance of 247-miles usually kept in 
good condition even though most of it gravelled. Vancouver to Banff, via Kam¬ 
loops and Big Bend Highway: Vancouver to Salmon Arm, hard-surfaced, then 
Salmon Arm to Sicamous and on to Revelstoke is gravel for most of way. Revelstoke 
to Golden via Big Bend is likewise gravel road, and from Golden to Banff is 


gravel to Lake Louise, then hard-surfaced. Coutts to Calgary, via Lethbridge: All 
hard-surfaced. Nelway to Banff, via Nelson, B. C.: Hard-surfaced Nelway to Ferry 
at Balfour, and should be same by summer from Kootenay Bay right to Banff. 
Wonderful trip through this way, and highly recommended. Chief Mountain 
Entry Port to Waterton, Pincher Creek, Macleod, Banff: Hard-surfaced from 
Border to Waterton (20-miles), Waterton to Pincher Creek (34-miles) is gravelled, 
Pincher to Banff, hard-surfaced. Okanagan Valley: Road from Osoyoos to 
Penticton, Kelowna, Vernon all hard-surfaced, and should be hard-surfaced Vernon 
to Kamloops, via Salmon Arm this summer. (A lovely alternate route to Vancouver). 
Vancouver Island: Victoria to Nanaimo hard-surfaced. Same to Parksville, then 
some construction under way for next thirty miles to Courtenay. Good hard-surfaced 
road there to Campbell River. Road may be all hard-surfaced by summer, 1948.

There are sailings from Van¬ 
couver and Seattle, and a very popular service from Anacortes, 
all taking you to Victoria. If you prefer to slap the Island bang 
in the middle, there is a service from Vancouver to Nanaimo, 
the only snag being that you’ll probably spend the rest of your 
holiday there, arguing with your mother-in-law as to whether 
you should go north or south! 

’Way back in 1843, the Hudson’s Bay Co. built a Fort at the 
southern tip of Vancouver Island, washed on three sides by the 
waters of the Straits of Georgia and Juan de Fuca. The fort has 
gone, and a city has grown in its place, and to it Englishmen 
have brought not only the parks, gardens and shady streets that 
one associates with England, but their customs, their courtesy, 
and their leisurely way of life, blending the amenities of today 
with the traditions of a thousand years. 

The average North American entering Victoria will take a look 
around, and probably be thinking, in no time at all, “A real bit 
of Old England”. That’s quite natural—after all, he’s probably 
been brought up on the old recipe of cricket, crumpets, and C. 
Aubrey Smith, and while these ingredients by no means-make 
up the Old England that is Victoria, there are certainly bits of 
it here and there standing around in obvious contrast to the 
natives! To the Englishman at large on this continent, bewildered 
by such alien things as hamburgers and chewing gum relief maps 
under even his church pew, Victoria is a haven. Here he will 
find the comfort of the companionable things he knows, and with 
them a way of life that is passing in England. Victoria certainly 
reflects the English atmosphere in its shops, and in its parks and 
gardens, and in true tradition, the tinkling of tea cups at 4 p.m. 
daily would put Bow Bells themselves to shame. The garden com¬ 
plex has taken a picturesque step in the hanging of flower baskets 
from the lamp posts of many of the main streets. This may be 
risky in a high wind, but after all there are less lyrical ways of 
shuffling off this mortal coil other than by a biff on the bean 
from a pot of petunias. 

A breaking with the English tradition seems to have occurred 
with the withdrawal of the British type uniforms of the Police 
Dept. The force is now turned loose in the more familiar garb,

no doubt appearing to the bewildered citi¬ 
zens rather like a mercenary army of taxi- 
less taxi drivers. Happily, one man remains, 
a stalwart in the old helmet and tunic, 
whose stand will be on the Causeway, 
where, as from the days of Captain Cook, 
arriving tourists may see him in his pride, 
and gleefully shout, as one man . . . “How 
Quaint” . . . and with the hour of parting, 
much as the Lei and Aloha may jerk an 
errant tear, surely there can be no sight 
more moving than a bobby’s bonnet, hull 
down on the horizon! 

Victoria has lots to delight the eye, the 
fine inner harbour and terraced lawns lead¬ 
ing back to the imposing facade of the Par¬ 
liament Buildings, Thunderbird Park, with 
its totems, and the lakes, streams, and 
bridges of Beacon Hill Park. You can walk 
along the cliffs with the gleaming peaks 
of the Olympics across the Straits, or sun¬ 
bathe and swim from the beach below, only 
two of the many activities that will make a 
holiday superb. It does seem odd that the 
Golden Ale for which Britain is really famous has been banned by 
the trembling fingers of the City Fathers, and that the thirsty 
traveller must needs hie out to the nearby naval base of Esqui¬ 
mau for refreshment. You’ll find, though, that Victoria holds 
most of the things for which the Old Country is known and 
respected, from the finest quality goods in the stores, to the 
courtesy, friendliness, and pleasant way of life of its citizens. 

If this has been your first visit to Victoria, you’ll come again, 
most people do. Some even decide that it would be a good place 
to die, and dutifully return with their declining years for that 
purpose . . . but it isn’t as easy as you’d think! It’s so darned 
healthy, they had to shoot an old man to start a cemetery!

JOSIAH SPODE, the First, was born in 1733 A.D., and 
coming from Staffordshire stock of long lineage he had potting 
in his blood. As a pupil of Thomas Whieldon, he learned the 
Potter’s Craft side by side with Wedgwood. Some of Spode’s 
work was done during the reign of George II, but most of it 
during that of George III. He was a contemporary of Dr. 
Johnson, Goldsmith, Fox, Sheridan and others and also a 
Freeman of the City of London. 

In 1770 A.D., Josiah Spode took over the present pottery 
plant at Stoke. He was a Quaker and a man of great ability 
and charm. Fourteen years after commencing work on his 
own' behalf, he introduced his hand-printed underglaze blue 
ware. Technically perfect, it was soon being sold to the mar¬ 
kets of the world. Less than six years later he produced, with 
the co-operation of his brilliant son, the first scientific formu¬ 
lae for the production of Bone China. 

In 1797 A.D., Spode, the First died and his son made his 
father’s great friend and London manager, William Copeland, 
his partner. 

In February, 1941, the descendants of William Copeland 
welcomed King George VI and Queen Elizabeth to the same 
Spode works. In the showroom they admired the finished 
pieces of this 170-year-old firm, the Royal couple signed the 
Visitor’s Book which contains signatures of George V and 
Queen Mary. Then Mr. Ronald Copeland conducted them on 
a tour of the factory where they watched the various processes 
of making fine china, chatting with the workmen, some of them 
with a record of over 40 years with the firm.

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Less than two hundred years ago all the world’s clothing 
was made by hand with simple wooden appliances such as the 
spinning-wheel, the loom and the fulling stocks. Then about 
1760 the invention of the flying-shuttle on the loom enabled 
weavers to multiply their production of cloth. Invention suc¬ 
ceeded invention, until cheap production by factory-owned 
plant secured the market. The quality of the cloth has been 
subordinated to the needs of machine production. 

The uniformity of fabric and design which is inherent in 
mass-production has bred a corresponding mentality. It is only 
the initiate who realizes that the elaborate plant and processes 
in modern large-scale manufacture are not for improving the 
quality of the material, but to cheapen production, and to give 
a better appearance to the inferior materials often used. 

In all the Americas there is only one little plant where 
pure virgin-wool yarns from the United Kingdom are woven 
by HAND. 

Early in the ’30s a small band of Scottish experts journeyed, 
to Vancouver Island determined to apply the superlative Scot¬ 
tish skills and yarn qualities to the demands of a different 
climate and different houses. It was not long before their 
tweeds were being eagerly bought, not only across the length 
and breadth of Canada, but in New York and San Francisco. 
A new style was gradually developed, which is now sought for 
by buyers from South America, Africa, India, China, and even 
back again from London; but it is quite impossible for the 
supply to meet the demand. 

In the pre-war days the Island Weavers gloried in all the 
luxury materials, crepe-worsted, camel-hair, angora, etc. It 
was their determination to keep the price reasonable. Pure 
Cashmere from their looms could be tailored into a coat at 
a total cost of fifty dollars. 

Those days are gone, but luxuries are returning, and the 
endeavour of the Island Weavers remains the same. Crepe- 
worsteds are here, Cashmeres are in sight, vicunas, angoras, 
camel-hair's and others are hoped for. 

But see for yourself the superbly woven Saxony, Orkney, 
Cheviot, Harris and Botany which can now be bought by the 
early bird in all the latest and most fashionable hues and 
colours at prices lower than comparable hand-woven tweeds 
are now being sold in London.

Have you ever seen those heavy Woollen Sweaters, worn by 
so many sportsmen (and women, too), the ones with the Indian 
designs, or designs of animals woven through them? And have 
you wondered just how they were made—who made them—and 
where you could buy them? 

Well, we’ll try to solve your problems. These* Sweaters are 
made by the Cowichan Tribe of Indians on Vancouver Island, 
and are made from Pure Virgin Wool, washed and carded and 
woven by hand. The high Oil Content of tliis wool makes these 
sweaters almost totally waterproof. 

They are, of course, washable, and you’ll get years of hard 
wear out of one of them. 

Where to buy them? There’s a shop at Koksilah, on Vancouver 
Island, just about four miles south of Duncan, called “The Canoe 
Shop,” and it’s really the “Home” of the Indian Sweater, for it 
is in the heart of the district where they are woven, and the 
Indians have traded here for years. This is where President 
Truman’s sweater was knitted! 

If you want a special pattern this can be arranged for you. 

You can also buy Genuine Indian Totem Poles, made by the 
Cowichan Indians here.

Before you yourself 
head further north, maybe 
you'd like to take a side 
trip to Cowichan Lake and 
Youbou. If not, Chemainus 
and Ladysmith bring you 
to Nanaimo. 

Nanaimo is chiefly a 
commercial city, confining 
itself largely to digging 
coal and shipping lumber. 

However, it has interest 
for the tourist as an al¬ 
ternative arrival and exit 
point for the Mainland, and 
as the largest city you will 
pass through on your Isl¬ 
and Journey. It boasts one 
of the very few original 
Hudson’s Bay Co. Forts, 
the tower-like Bastion. It 
is not quite in its original 
position—seems that occa¬ 
sional town planning im¬ 
provements have moved it 
about a bit, and with the 
extensive C.P.R. Terminal 
work now under way, may 
end up in a class with the 
Mexican Jumping Bean— 
but as an unusual historic 
monument is well worth a click of your camera. A short boat 
trip will take you to the Malaspina Gallery on Gabriola Island. 
The Gallery is a cavern, worn by the sea, that is really some¬ 
thing different, and 'tis said that when Malaspina trotted back 
to Spain with his notes and sketches, the Inquisition waxed so 
sceptical that he hurriedly put out a statement that there wasn't 
any such place ... so go and have a look at it!

Incidentally, 
doing a good job on behalf of the com¬ 
mercial fisherman and sportsman, so if 
you’re one of the Companions of the Rod 
and Line, doff your cap to ’em as you 
pass by! When you get to Parksville, 
by way of Lantzville and Nanoose Bay, 
you find you have the choice of following 
two roads, one continuing up the coast, 
and the other over the back of the Island 
to the only point where it is washed by 
the waters of the west coast—Port Al- 
berni. It is a wonderfully scenic drive, 
through Cathedral Grove, possibly the 
finest stand of mighty Douglas Fir in 
North America, and skirting lovely Cam¬ 
eron Lake and snow-capped Mt. Arrow- 
smith before dropping you down to Al- 
berni.

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Most of us, when we think of the Cariboo, think of it in terms 
of Fishing and Hunting country. True, in this present day it is 
justly famed for that—being, together with Northern British 
Columbia, unequalled for either of these sports. Nowhere in 
British Columbia will the sportsman be better rewarded than 
in the Cariboo and Northern B. C. 


From Cache Creek, which is where the Cariboo Road junctions 
with the Trans-Canada Highway, it is a distance of 215 miles 
north to Quesnel. From there a road branches to Barkerville, 
famous in the 1860’s for its historic gold rush, for it was to 
Barkerville that the pioneers trekked in search of that all-eltisive 
metal—and found millions of dollars’ worth of it. Another rush 
in the early 1930’s brought into being such mines as Cariboo Gold 
Quartz, just out of Barkerville at Wells, B. C., and numerous 
others. For anyone who is interested in the history of this part 
of the country we would say that Barkerville would be the place 
to visit. It’s chock-a-block full of what is called “the romance 
of the Cariboo”. Many of the old buildings still stand, and are 
indeed a source of interest and information. 


From Quesnel, the road takes a westerly turn on to Prince 
George, some 78 miles, and if you follow the road west for about 
483 miles you’ll come to the end of the trail at Prince Rupert, 
B. C., and the Pacific Ocean! 

Lack of space in this edition prevents us from going into 
detail as to the accommodation, etc., in the Cariboo, but we are 
giving you a few places which we have personally visited and 
can recommend.

It produces the finest 
in peaches, apples, pears, cherries and cantaloupe, and springtime 
brings to the district a profusion of blossom that is a wonder 
to behold. 

If you’re travelling from Vancouver to the Rockies, or vice 
versa, you'd be well advised to include the Okanagan in your 
tour . . . the roads are good, and there is excellent accommodation 
throughout the valley—hotels and bungalow cabins catering to 
the visitor’s requirements. Pending the completion of the Hope- 
Princeton Highway, we suggest that you leave the Trans-Canada 
Highway at Salmon Arm, and, continuing on hard surfaced high¬ 
way, drive to Vernon via Enderby, and thence to Kelowna, Pen¬ 
ticton, Okanagan Falls, and Osoyoos. If you’re in a hurry you 
can take the faster route to the Rockies via Oroville, Wenatchee, 
Grand Coulee, Spokane, through Bonners Ferry to the border 
again at Eastport, and from there through Yahk, Cranbrook, 
Radium Hot Springs, and so to Banff.

On the summit of the mountain, unbelievably, there opens out 
an undulating alpine plateau, in the summer ablaze with color.

Eva, Miller and Jade, and horses are for hire at prevailing rates 
as set by National Parks Board.

ROAD CONDITIONS: This is a very good gravelled highway, 
no difficult grades. It is an extremely picturesque drive, and takes 
about 6 hours driving time. There are several service stations en 
route, also tea rooms and cabins. 

This highway derives the name “Big Bend” from the fact that 
it follows the Columbia River, which winds its tumultuous way 
batween the ranges of the Rockies and the Selkirks in the form 
of a big bend. This whole section is rich in romance and historic 
interest, for here, in 1865, occurred one of the most spectacular 
episodes in British Columbia's development, when miners flocked 
to the sand-bars of the Big Bend in search of the rich gold 
deposits which lay in the river bed. 

At the Columbia River Bridge, just one hundred miles from 
Revelstoke, where the road crosses the Columbia on a 270-foot 
span, you will see some of the finest scenery on the Big Bend. 
The Canoe and Wood Rivers join the Columbia about a mile 
below the bridge, and the junction of the three valleys forms a 
wide plain. Splendid views of the river, Mica Mountain to the 
South, Goose Grass Peak to the Southeast, Mount Duplicate sep¬ 
arating the Canoe and Wood Valleys, are obtained from here. 
There is a Lodge here and a Shell Service Station.

Gyro Park at Nelson 


The City of Nelson is about as pleasant a place as you'll find in Canada. 

It’s not a large city . . . has nothing of that harassed “Big City” atmos¬ 
phere about it. As a matter of fact, the population is just under the 9,000 
mark, which makes all the more remarkable the existence there of one of 
the finest Civic Centres in the Dominion, a really modern shopping district, 
and even an unobtrusive street railway which whisks you to the higher 
reaches of the city with no time or trouble at all. 

The Civic Centre is really an outstanding credit to a community of this 
size; it includes a movie, theatre, public library, a recreation hall (used for 
dances, basketball and badminton), an indoor ice arena, curling rink, and an 
outdoor sports stadium. All an indication perhaps as to why Nelson has a 
juvenile delinquent rale which is probably the lowest in the Dominion. 

The two public parks. Gyro, overlooking the city, and including a child¬ 
ren’s pool, and Lakeside Park with supervised bathing beach, are as far 
as you need to go with a book, a picnic lunch, and a strong inclination to 
laze. If you prefer to go further afield on such errands, boats may be 
hired and you can stooge around the lake and pick your own beach. 

The surrounding country has much to offer in a combination of. blue 
waters, mountains, evergreens and fruit blossoms. Drive to Kaslo, once the 
boom town of mining days, and now famous as the home of the Bing 
Cherries; it is 43 miles along the lake shore, passing through Balfour, 
itself perfect for a day’s outing, and Ainsworth with its mineral hot 
springs. New Denver in the Slocan is a famed beauty spot, and almost 
any point along the highway brings grand scenery and a sense of relax¬ 
ation which is unbeatable. 

Apart from scenic and sporting attractions, Nelson has a great reputation 
for hospitality. The war years found thousands of allied airmen, training 
in Canada, wending their way there' for leave as guests of the city. They 
found fun, healing quiet, and enduring friendships. It wasn’t just something 
put on as a bit of a war effort, but a great expression of Nelson’s inherant 
hospitality, and something remembered with deep gratitude from Melbourne 
to Manchester. I know; that’s how I found the Kootenays!

For the huntsman there is fine shooting, 
particularly deer. Bear are plentiful, 
and grizzly and cougar may be hunted 
in the country around Lardo. At the 
other extreme of the lake, in the flats 
of Kootenay Landing, and through to 
Creston the duck shooting is exceptional. 

Curling 

Since the days of antiquity, when two 
angry and half frozen Scots hurled rocks 
at each other across a frozen loch, in a 
combined effort to settle an argument 
and keep warm, men — and women — 
have donned the traditional bonnet, 
picked up a sturdy broom, and sallied 
forth to curl. Rules and a more sociable ideal have eliminated the original 
aspects of the game, and curling has become a widely enjoyed winter sport 
in the Kootenays to such an extent that they even hold Bonspiels in the 
summer. Canada’s First International Midsummer Bonspiel was held at Nel¬ 
son Civic Centre from July 2nd to 7th, 1945, and was such a huge success 
that it has become an annual feature, so, you curling folks, drag the bonnet 
and broom from the cold storage into which it was reluctantly placed last 
Spring . . . and hie to the Kootenays with ’em!

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A Bit About the Columbia River 

Most American tourists are surprised to learn that the mighty 
Columbia River, which they naturally associate with their own 
fine land, has its source in Columbia Lake, which is adjacent to 
the Banff-Windermere Highway, in British Columbia. 

As you drive along from Cranbrook toward Windermere and 
Radium Hot Springs, you’ll pass through Canal Flats (about 43 
miles beyond Kimberley, B. C.), and if you keep your eyes open 
you’ll see a sign at a bridge, pointing to a little stream, and indi¬ 
cating that this is the source of the Columbia. Actually, this is 
only one of the many little streams in this area which flow into 
nearby Columbia Lake, to form the actual source of the Columbia 
River. 

From Columbia Lake, the river flows north through Lake Win¬ 
dermere, on to Golden, B. C., then follows along what is now the 
Big Bend Highway to Boat Encampment, where it makes the 
“Big Bend” or turn, flowing south to Revelstoke. From Revelstoke 
it winds its way to Arrowhead where it widens and forms the 
Arrow Lakes, some 130 miles long. At Castlegar it combines with 
the Kootenay River to form the torrent that flows southward 
through Washington, to be harnessed by the Grand Coulee Dam in 
one of the world’s largest power projects, and after doing service 
there, wends its way along the border between Washington and 
Oregon-—known to travellers the world over as the beautiful Col¬ 
umbia River Highway—finally merging with the Pacific Ocean 
near Portland, Oregon. 

Kinda hard to believe, isnt it, that the mighty Columbia origin¬ 
ates in this little stream in Canal Flats—and that it flows through 
British Columbia for some 460 miles before reaching the States? 
Hope you enjoyed the geography lesson. We had a bit of fun 
tracing the old Columbia before writing this.

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The Story of 

THE STOLEN CHURCH 

By Blmore Phllpott 

“The Little Stolen Church” sits peacefully near the shores 
of Lake Windermere. Surely it is the only church in all the 
world that was stolen. 

The story begins away back in 1887, when “Father Pat”, 
or the Reverend Henry Irwin, was the sole representative of 
the Church of England in all the vast expanse of mountain 
country. He was one of the most colorful figures in C.P.R. 
construction days. He built the little church in question at 
Donald, on the main line of the C.P.R. It was officially 
consecrated in 1889. A rich baroness heard about it and sent 
out a 600-pound silver-toned bell. Some Anglican institution 
sent along a priceless old Bible. 

Ten years later the C.P.R. made Revelstoke the main 
divisional point in the mountains. Donald was left a ghost 
town. Almost the whole town moved out. Only the little 
church remained. 

Among the last to leave the deserted village was the Kimpton 
family. They were well-to-do merchants. Their fondest mem¬ 
ories of Donald were centred around a little church. They 
thought it was a shame to leave the little building. So Rufus 
Kimpton had the little church reverently dismantled sufficiently 
to ship by rail to Revelstoke. There it was put aboard a barge 
and transported far up-river to its present location. 

Meanwhile, the war was on. The Church of England in 
Revelstoke had applied to the Anglican higher-ups for per¬ 
mission to transport the tiny church to add to its own com¬ 
paratively imposing edifice. 

The Revelstoke claimants to the Donald church were taken 
by surprise. Before they could rally the forces of law and 
order on their side the church had gone up the river to where 
it still stands. 

But there was just one fly in the ointment. Some sinner in 
Golden stole the silver-toned bell out of the little church 
spire. They tell me it is still in Golden. They say that 
the correspondence about the rights and wrongs of stolen 
church and stolen bell would fill a good-sized book. 

They say that the servants of God waxed really wroth in 
the letters to Windermere—demanding in most un-church-like 
terms the return of the stolen church. They say that the 
Windermere folk replied in equally picturesque English de¬ 
manding the return of the stolen bell.

Radium Junction to Golden, B. C., 67 Miles. 

(Connecting Highway from Radium to Big Bend Highway at 
Golden, and to Yoho National Park, Emerald Lake, Lake Louise, 
Jasper and Banff) 

ROAD SURFACE: This road is not hard-surfaced, but is a 
good gravelled road, with a few miles of hard-surfacing, and we 
think it on a par with anything else, and very much enjoyed 
the scenery en route as we wound along the beautiful Columbia 
River. It makes an ideal Triangle Tour, if you go from Radium 
to Golden, thence to Yoho Park, Emerald Lake, Lake Louise, and 
on to Banff, returning via the Banff-Windermere Highway back 
to Radium.

At Spillimacheen (meaning “the falling water”), which is 
26 miles from Radium Junction and 41 miles from Golden, is 
the Spillimacheen Auto Park. The cabins are ideally situated, 
facing the Columbia River and Selkirk Range, with the Rockies 
in the background. They are fully equipped for housekeeping, and 
have air-filled spring mattresses. There are both shower and 
steam baths.

SPILLIMACHEEN, B. C. 
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Yoho National Park 

Yoho National Park is foremost among the scenic mountain 
regions of British Columbia. Its majestic snow-capped peaks 
rise to tremendous heights, and its lakes, sparkling like jewels 
in emerald settings, are unbelievably beautiful in colour. 

The Yoho Valley is truly one of the wonder spots of the 
Rockies. “Yoho” is an Indian exclamation of wonder and de¬ 
light, and “wonderful” is the expression of the traveller who 
sees it for the first time. Into this narrow valley, fourteen 
miles long and more than a mile deep, pour dozens of water¬ 
falls, which drop from the serrated skyline to break in clouds 
of spray on the floor of the valley below. Takakkaw, the most 
noted of all these glittering cascades, has its source in the great 
Daly Icefield, 1,500 feet above the valley. 

Emerald Lake owes much of its beauty to the apparently 
peculiar colour of its waters and the charm of its thickly 
wooded shores. The water is of a prevailing emerald hue and 
it has been said that one may count in its depths twenty shades 
of green at one time, but never one of blue. 

Wapta Lake, a beautiful sheet of water just west of the 
Great Divide, so called because here a stream from the south 
divides, one-half flowing east by way of Bow River to Hudson 
Bay and the Atlantic, and the other by way of the Kicking 
Horse River and Columbia River to the Pacific. 

Mount Stephens’ Bungalow Camp 

. . . just 3yi miles east of Field at the junction of Yoho 
Valley Road on the banks of the Kicking Horse River. The 
cabins are log finished, with electric light, some with showers 
and toilets, others near centrally located accommodations.

First, a couple of statistics. Situated in the Bow Valley, at an 
altitude of 4,534 feet, Banff is the headquarters of Banff National 
Park, which has an area of 2,585 square miles, and was established 
in 1885, 

Known in the days of old as a typical Alpine Village, it has 
changed a bit with the years . . . assuming a few aspects over¬ 
looked by the oldtimers . . . and thanks to the wonderful publicity 
given to both Banff and Lake Louise by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, who operate million-dollar luxury resort hotels at both 
places, as well as bungalow camps at Emerald Lake, Lake Wapta, 
Moraine Lake and Yoho ... it is probably known to more Ameri¬ 
cans than any other place in the Canadian Rockies. Whether or 
not the fame is deserved is a matter of opinion. The Canadian 
Rockies cover a lot of territory, of which Banff is a small portion. 

It is an all-year-round resort, offering the usual mountain- 
playground holiday attractions during the summer months, and 
an abundance of fun during the winter season for winter sports, 
enthusiasts, including skating, curling, swimming in hot springs 
pools AND skiing. This area boasts the finest skiing terrain in 
Canada, and draws thousands of hickory-blade fans annually. 
The Banff Winter Carnival, usually held in February each year, is 
also a winter attraction. 

Accommodation: There's every type—from the famous Banff 
Springs Hotel to tourist rooms in private homes. Several delight¬ 
ful bungalow camps, situated at view-vantage points, provide the 
finest in this type of lodging . . . living rooms with open log fire¬ 
places, chesterfields, radio . . . housekeeping kitchens . . . private 
bathroom with shower . . . cozy bedrooms . . . maid service, at 
prices from around $7.00 for two people, $8.00 and $10.00 for four, 
and up to $14.00 for five or six. These camps operate from May 1st 
until October 15th.

Few, if any, have private bath. 

Pood: A variety of cafes cater to every pocketbook. Prices are 
quite reasonable, with breakfasts of the ham n’ egg sort for from 
65c . . . full-course lunches and dinners from 65c to $1.00 for usual 
menu items, with steak or special dinners in the $1.25 to $2.50 
class. For those doing their own housekeeping, a choice of shops 
offer everything needed. Prices may be a bit higher than at home 
. . . but you’re on a holiday and probably expect it. 

Shops: Souvenir shops abound . . . you can pay your money and 
take your choice. We’ve suggested a few where handicrafts, china, 
etc., are obtainable, and if you want British Woollens, you can do 
worse than to get them in Banff. Prices are well in line, and lower 
than for similar quality in the States.

Walk up Banff Avenue, across the Bow River Bridge to the 
Administration Building (Post Office is in this building, too), 
and see the beautiful rock gardens, built in a series of rock 
plateaus connected by small cascades which tumble from pool 
to pool, in the grounds adjoining the building. A great profusion 
of native alpine flowers, plants and shrubs, enhanced by rustic 
bridges and pavilions, invite you to stroll through this enchant¬ 
ing area. 

WATERFALLS 

Cross the Bow River Bridge, turn left, and follow the trail 
along the river’s edge to Bow Falls (about a mile). Fine view of 
Banff Springs Hotel here. Return by way of Fish Hatchery and 
Spray Avenue. 

CANOEING 

Like Canoeing? If you do, you’ve a treat in store if you get a 
canoe at the Bow River Boat House (across bridge then turn right 
and follow marked road), and paddle up the Bow until you come 
to where there is a sign “Echo River”. Wind in and out of this 
lovely little stream—trees overhanging—a blue sky above you, 
and a stillness that is only broken by the swish of your paddle. 
Quite often you see the beavers working—but only if you sneak 
up on them quietly. 

SWIMMING AND HOT SPRINGS 

The Cave and Basin, outdoor swimming pools, where you can 
swim in the waters of Natural Sulphur Springs, are about a mile 
from the town, by way of the Bow River Bridge, then a right turn 
and follow the main highway, and is a pleasant hike, or drive. 
There’s a large pool, temperature 78 deg. and a smaller one which 
has a temperature of 91 deg. 

The Upper Hot Springs, which is 2*4 miles from Banff, is 
reached by a good highway. Cross bridge, turn left, then make 
right hand turn onto Upper Hot Springs road. The Hot Sulphur 
Pool here has a temperature of 112 degrees F. There is also a 
bath house containing steam room, tubs, plunges, hot and cold 
sprays and resting rooms. 

A “TWILIGHT SPECIAL” DRIVE 

Comes the cool of the evening . . . around half past seven . . . 
you’ll see countless buses going down Banff Avenue heading east¬ 
ward. Follow them and you’ll come to the turn-off to the left 
marked “Lake Minnewanka”, proceed along until you see a sign 
“Public Nuisance Ground”, and if you turn right here, you’ll get 
to the bear feeding grounds, and there see black ones, brown 
bears . . . little and big ones . . . happily cavorting amid the refuse 
from the village. After you’ve “done” the bears, retrace your steps 
and go out on the West Road, heading toward Lake Louise, and 
three miles out are the Beaver Ponds. There’s usually quite a 
good show here each evening, as the beavers are most interesting 
to watch and very amusing. Finish the evening by taking the 
turn-off marked “Mt. Norquay” to your left on the way back to 
town, and drive up the mountain road a few miles, for the finest 
views of the Bow Valley, with Banff nestling at the foot of the 
mountains, lights a-twinkle, that you’ll ever dream of. Hope you 
enjoy it—we do! 
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The Titian Ware Shop

There’s some excellent Trout fishing in the various lakes and 
streams in all the National Parks, and our suggestion is that you 
con- - ct Nudd's Sport Shcp m Banff for up-to-aie-nunute dope on 
conditions in the Banff-Lake Louise district, as, being fishermen 
themselves and in the business of catering to sportsmen, they 
keep on their toes and get the latest data. In Jasper, call on Jack 
Raeside. who runs a Sport Shop there and has boats for rent on 
lakes adjacent to Jasper, and the Rainbow Tours who take care 
of a lot of enthusiastic fishermen in the Maligne and Beaver Lakes 
district, out of Jasper. 

Be sure to get your Pishing Licence. The Park Entry Fee, which 
motoring tourists pay when entering the National Parks, no longer 
entitles you to fish in the National Parks without a licence, so 
do not overlook this important item. Licence Fees are as follows: 
$2.25 for the season, or $1.00 for seven consecutive days. (This 
licence good in any Park where licence is required.) 

Get a copy of “Angler’s Guide to Banff National Park” (free) 
from your Sport Shop, or the Parks Department, which gives all 
regulations on fishing.

Know the difference between walking and hiking? Do you know 
what makes a six-mile hike over an alpine meadow an exhilarat¬ 
ing jaunt, when you’re ready to drop after walking ten blocks on 
city pavements? These are no sixty-four dollar questions for the 
Sky Line Trail Hikers of the Canadian Rockies, who, this year 
(1948), will hold their annual five-day camp near the summit Of 
Citadel Pass, from July 31st to August 4th. 

This hike-happy band of mountaineers, who prefer their own 
legs to the horse-power of their sister organization, The Trail 
Riders of the Canadian Rockies, will assemble at Sunshine Lodge 
on the early a.m. of July 31st, after a 14-mile bus ride from 
Banff. From that point, 7,300 feet above sea level, their hobnailed 
boots will carry them to their skyward teepee town atop Citadel. 

On each subsequent morning the hikers, divided into groups of 
15 or 20 according to their hiking abilities and trail preferences, 
will strike out on different routes, lunch by the wayside, picnic- 
style, and return to Camp at nightfall for a luscious spread pre¬ 
pared by the Camp Chef. 

This summer, hikers have their sights set on such hike-worthy 
areas as Howard Douglas Creek, Fatigue Pass, Quartz Hill, and 
trails in their immediate surroundings. Alpine lakes will invite 
angle"s to match wits with a variety of trout, while a few of the 
hardier souls will no doubt immerse themselves in their none- 
too-balmy waters. 

No organized group could be richer in good fellowship than the 
Skyliners! With a membership in excess of 400, the group is 
composed of bankers, musicians, school teachers, stenographers, 
artists, clerks, authors and a multitude of others — all bound 
together by a common love of nature and the trails. 

This "esprit de corps” is particularly manifest when, after a 
day on the trails, the hikers gather around a blazing camp fire 
and raise their voices—in harmony and otherwise— to the Rocky 
Mountain moon. Musical accompaniment is provided by a guest 
accordianist or by a four-octave melodian that has travelled many 
a mile on a Rocky Mountain packhorse. 

Comes bedtime and those sleeping bags look mighty inviting 
after an alpine stroll of six to eight miles! Hikers as a rule sleep 
four to six in a teepee, their sleeping bags arranged in various 
geometrical patterns around the teepee pole. The teepees, decor¬ 
ated by Indians of the Stony Tribe, are equipped with vents so 
that occupants can enjoy cozy fires of their own, minus the smoke 
nuisance. 

Approximately 65 hikers attend an average Camp. Coming from 
many parts of the United States and Canada, hikers lose no time 
in getting acquainted, and by the fifth day those who were 
addressed as “Mr.” or "Mrs.” usually answer to "Joe” or “Mary '. 
Its complete informality or "one big happy family” atmosphere 
is one of the hikers'’ most jealously guarded traditions. 

There is no trick to joining the organization. It’s simply a 
matter of signing up for the camp (the cost is very reasonable), 
donning hobnailed boots and swinging into line with the rest or 
them.

In our wanderings through the country we were fortunate 
enough to meet Miss Wilson and she told us the story of how 
her father, Tom Wilson, discovered this gem. 

Tom Wilson, born in Bondhead, Ontario, in 1859, must have 
been imbued with a real spirit of adventure, for before he was 
twenty-one, and had the keys to the house, he had wandered 
as far afield as Fort Walsh, Alberta, and joined the North 
West Mounted Police. This career should have been exciting 
enough for anyone—but Tom heard that a survey party was 
being formed to find a pass through the Selkirk Mountains for 
a railroad line to the Pacific Coast—and thereupon proceeded 
to “buy” himself out of the Mounted Police (it being the cus¬ 
tom in those days), and then joined Major Rogers’ survey 
party, in May, 1881. 

One evening, as they were camping at the junction of what 
are now the Pipestone and Bow Rivers, he heard the noise of 
snow slides in the distance, and asked an old Indian guide 
where the noise was coming from. The Indian told him that 
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it was the snow falling off the big mountains back o( 
the “Lake of Little Fishes.” He tried to explain to him how 
beautiful this lake was, and told him how it was a painting 
made by the Great Spirit for the Indians, saying “not like white 
man’s painting—never fades.” Wilson arranged to go with 
the Indian the next morning to see this wonderful sight, and 
they followed what is now known as Lake Louise Creek up 
to the lake. That morning, Lake Louise must have been in 
one of her best moods, for it was such a beautiful shade of 
emerald in color that Wilson immediately named it “Emerald.” 
The lake is shown under that name on the first map of the 
district, made by Dr. Dawson in 1883. In 1884 the name was 
changed to “Lake Louise” in honour of Princess Louise, 
daughter of Queen Victoria. 

Moraine Lake and 
Valley of the Ten Teaks 

A few miles to the south of Lake Louise is Moraine Lake, 
nestling in the Valley of the Ten Peaks. Along the north side 
of the lake stands a huge semi-circle of towering mountains, 
known as the Ten Peaks, and originally given the names of 
the ten emeralds of the Stoney Indian language. 

The road to Moraine is off the main highway, about 1.2 
miles from Lake Louise, where you turn right, and proceed 
to Moraine, miles. The road is narrow in spots, and is 
winding, but it is not dangerous. Take your time and you’ll 
have no trouble. Road surface is gravel. A Picnic Shelter is 
situated a short distance from the lake, and is an ideal spot 
for a picnic—or you can get meals at the C.P.R. Lodge at the 
lake. The Lodge is open this year 1948 and accommodation 
is available in cozy cottages on the American Plan. 

Canoeing 

Canoes or boats may be rented at the Boat House at Lake 
Louise, at a nominal charge, and it’s a mighty nice way to 
spend an hour, idly drifting along Lake Louise.

We wonder whether you folks 
who whiz along the Banff-Jasper 
Highway, seeing the country 
through the well - known wind¬ 
shield, ever' stop to think about 
the people who pioneered it? 

JAMES SIMPSON, SR. 

To us, “atmosphere” means a lot more than just good old 
fresh air, as we travel along. Although, mind you, we have 
about the freshest fresh air in the world up here in the 
Rockies! But to us, imbibing the atmosphere of the country 
means getting to know—really know—the people who have 
helped to make it. To sit at night in front of a fireplace, and 
listen to stories of older days—that’s “Atmosphere”. 

Jimmie Simpson came to Bow Lake over fifty years ago, 
and cut many of the first trails through the country where 
Banff-Jasper Highway now goes. Over forty years ago he 
took Sir James Outram over the Columbia Icefields — the 
first man to make that ascent! He took the first pack-train 
over the .Glaciers into Jasper! Long before a highway was 
ever dreamed of, Jimmie was busy trapping marten, wolver¬ 
ine, mink, ermine, and bear all through the country. As the 
year's rolled on—he built himself a cabin of hand-peeled logs, 
packing in the fittings such as doors, windows and flooring 
over the swamps from Lake Louise. And to his cabin, in 
1917, he brought “Mrs. Jimmie,” a rare addition to any home. 

Mr. and Mrs. “Jimmie” didn’t make mouse traps—but 
nevertheless, their fame soon spread abroad—and their little 
home on Bow Lake soon became the rendezvous for many 
famous painters and climbers. Their guest register reads 
like a veritable “Who’s Who” of America, England and many 
other countries! 

Soon tepees became outmoded—and new cabins were added 
—and with the completion of the new highway, they built 
the lovely “Num-Ti-Jah Lodge” (an Indian name meaning 
“Canadian Sable”)—from whose door you get an exquisite 
view of four mighty glaciers—Bow—St. Nicholas—Crowfoot 
and Hector. Be sure to call on your way to or from Jasper. 
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Angel Glacier—Mount Edith Cavell 



This was the name given the beautiful white peak, the 
highest of all those dominating the Athabaska Valley, by the 
very early travellers over the first transcontinental route 
through the Rockies of Canada. 

Now it is known and revered throughout the world as the 
fitting memorial to the brave English girl, Nurse Edith Cavell, 
who died a martyr’s death in the First Great War. The sublime 
beauty of this great peak, just over 10,000 feet high, is in every 
beautiful mountain vista in the Valley. It catches the last rays 
of the setting sun, while all the rest are grey; its snowy crown 
is mirrored in every lake, and only when you have seen this 
memorial mountain in all its moods, can you realize just why 
some wise Fate withheld its christening until someone worthy 
of its beauty could be found. 

The motor road is eighteen miles of sweeping panoramic 
views of the entire Athabasca Valley, and when you enter the 
memorial valley itself, here is nature at its best. To the right 
lies the lovely jade green “Lake of Forgiveness,” along whose 
shores can be found rare alpines, and the song of the hermit 
thrush can be heard in the trees. Across the Lake is “Mount 
Sorrow,” and lying between is the winged “Glacier of the 
Angel.”

A Bit About Jasper Park 

“The Largest Park in America” 

4.200 Square Miles of Scenic Wonderland 

Much has been written about Jasper National Park, but for 
some reason or other it still doesn’t seem as well known as Banff 
and Lake Louise areas, which is a pity, for in our opinion every¬ 
one who comes to the Rockies should see Jasper Park. It’s superb! 

More than any other part of the Rocky Mountains, that section 
of them which is enclosed by the' boundaries of Jasper National 
Park has been identified with the colorful and romantic history 
of Western Canada. The name of the Park perpetuates the mem¬ 
ory of Jasper Hawes, an old servant of the Northwest Trading 
Company, whose post stood near the site of the present Town of 
Jasper. 

It was one of the rich fur domains for which the Hudson Bay 
Company and the Northwest Company fought bitterly early in 
the nineteenth century. Then traders and trappers, voyageurs and 
explorers, missionary priests and pagan Indians moved in pro¬ 
cession up and down the Athabaska Trail which cuts through 
the heart of the Jasper Park of today. At a tiny lake almost on 
the crest of the watershed of the WhirlpQol River, west and east 
bound brigades met, exchanged goods, toasted each other’s health 
in a keg of rum and returned along their separate paths. This 
meeting place became known as the Committee Punch Bowl and 
you can see the Punch Bowl and Falls on the road to Miette Hot 
Springs. Surely, as the “Brigade of ’48” pause a moment in pass¬ 
ing, the spirits must look down and smile as their old trails are 
traversed by voyageurs in V-8’s and pagans in Pontiacs! 

Jasper is a little town nestling in the Athabaska Valley, where 
the mountains stand quietly back and leave you with a sense of 
your own importance. It has acquired all the amenities of 
modern life without sacrificing friendliness to commercialization. 
Trading Posts have given way to modern shops which stock 
everything you could possibly need . . . and some things you 
don’t need but won’t be able to resist. Several delightful Bunga¬ 
low Camps, a few minutes’ drive from town ... a couple of 
downtown Hotels . . . and really good rooms in Tourist Homes 
put a holiday roof over the heads of the rich . . . the not-so-rich 
. . . and “just us”. Meals are along the same lines, running the 
gamut from the Neons and Noodles of the Coffee Counter to the 
candlelight and caviar of the Jasper Park Lodge dining room! 

And—there is the lovely Jasper Park Lodge—the famed resort 
operated by the Canadian National Railways. The peacefulness 
of Jasper Park Lodge is hard to describe, but it is something 
rarely found in a Tourist resort. Flower-filled gardens . . . green, 
green lawns . . . cozy bungalows . . . exquisite comfort . . . all 
on the shores of Lac Beauvert, a shining span of lake especially 
placed to mirror the reflections of Mount Edith Cavell and Pyra¬ 
mid Mountain, and within practically a stone’s throw . . . such 
gems as Lake Annette, Lake Mildred and Lake Edith, the colour 
of whose waters Will leave you amazed. 

Time-filling trips abound—to Mount Edith Cavell with its Angel 
of the Glaciers—to the “jewel” of the Rockies . . . Pyramid 
Mountain, reflected in Pyramid Lake—to Miette Hot Springs by 
way of “The Game Trail”, so named because you usually see 
plenty of Moose, Deer, Elk, Bear, etc., especially in the evenings.

Jasper is also the setting-off point for the Maligne Lake trip— 
one of' the finest offered in the Rockies. You can find complete 
information on this in the following pages. 

Oh, yes, Jasper may not have been quite as well publicized as 
other Parks, but it definitely has quite as many scenic wonders 
as any part of the Rockies, and to those of you who are coming 
out West to really “SEE” the Canadian Rockies, Jasper is a 
“MUST”—or you’ll miss half of them! 


Banff to Jasper, by Highway, 18 5.5 Miles 

Some folks might tell you that the road from Banff to Jasper 
isn’t very good. Well, don’t let that scare you off. It’s quite okay. 
True—it isn’t hard-surfaced, but it is a good, wide, gravelled 
road, with no steep grades, and not too dusty, as it is given a 
chloride beauty treatment to subdue the dust! If you don’t do it 
at sixty miles an hour, but take your time and absorb the scenery, 
you’ll have no highway worries. Your main worry will be scenic 
indigestion! 

If you’re driving from Banff, we suggest an early start . . . 
eightish or so . . . which will give you time to get to Lake Louise 
and take your pictures when lake and light are at their best. 
If you don’t take too long, you could do a side trip to Moraine 
Lake and Valley of the Ten Peaks (18 miles return), which will 
add to both your photo and memory album. From Lake Louise, 
return to the Jasper Highway Junction, and make Bow Lake 
for lush scenery and Num-Ti-Jah Lodge for lunch around one 
o’clock. For an after-lunch aperitif, the short hike from the high¬ 
way (3 miles beyond Bow Lake) to Peyto Lake will be perfect. 
Please don’t miss Peyto Lake . . . it’s only a fifteen minute walk, 
and it won’t leave you breathless, but the view will! There’s 
nothing in the Rockies to excel it. 

As you drive on, you’ll hob-nob with glaciers (some 68 of 
them), mountain lakes and streams, and at Mile 119.5—just after 
you enter Jasper Park—you can seal your mountain comradeship 
by tipping your hat to eleven of the highest peaks in the Rockies, 
for here at the mighty Columbia Icefield you’re practically on the 
roof of the continent! This Icefield is the largest body of ice 
South of the Arctic Circle, and is about 2,000 feet thick and 150 
square miles in area. You can get all the details on it by reading 
our descriptive material on the Banff-Jasper Highway pages 
which precede this article. 

After you leave the Icefields, you’ll wind down some sixty- 
seven miles to Jasper through Sunwapta Canyon and the Atha- 
baska Valley, pausing, we hope, at Athabaska Falls, which you 
mustn’t miss, and you’ll arrive in Jasper, satiated with scenery, 
in time for dinner. (Continued on following page).

More than 150 years ago, Fort Edmonton, a Hudson’s Bay 
trading post, was built on a site a few miles from the city centre. 
Destroyed by Indians about 1807, Fort Edmonton was re-estab¬ 
lished in 1808, and in 1871 Edmonton was incorporated as a 
village. The year 1898 saw the Klondyke rush, and the overland 
trail of ’98 swelled the population of the thriving town, and in 
1904 corporation papers were drawn up for the “City of Edmon¬ 
ton”. From that date to now, Edmonton has grown to a city of 
115,000 population. 

Long a leader in Canadian Aviation, Edmonton boasts a 750- 
acre Municipal Airport, with runways and buildings costing ten 
million dollars, while the $100,000 Administration Building is 
headquarters for meteorology and control offices and an elaborate 
communication system which serves the North and West.

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General Information Concerning 

The Alaska Highway—Canadian Section 

The Alaska Highway (Canadian Section) commences at Dawson Creek, 
British Columbia (Mile 0.0), and enters Alaska at Mile 1221.4. It is 475 
miles by highway (shortest route) from Edmonton, Alberta. Approximate 
mileages from ports of entry into Canada to Dawson Creek are as follows: 
Kingsgate, B. C. to Dawson Creek (via Cranbrook, MacTeod and Calgary), 
994 miles; Coutts, Alberta, to Dawson Creek, 870 miles. The Highway’s 
total length from Dawson Creek, B. C., to Fairbanks, Alaska, is 1523 miles, 
of which 1221 miles are in Canada and 302 miles in Alaska. The Alaska 
Highway' has a gravelled, all-weather surface from Dawson Creek through 
British Columbia and Yukon Territory to the Yukon-Alaska boundary, and 
is kept open to traffic throughout the year, but ferries are used to cross some 
of the larger rivers on approach roads between Edmonton and Dawson 
Creek, and it is not advisable to travel during the spring when the ice is 
breaking up or during the autumn when ice is forming on the rivers. 
Information concerning the condition of approach roads in Alberta can be 
obtained by writing to the Director, Provincial Publicity and Travel Bureau, 
Edmonton, Alberta. 

Travel Regulations: Permits to travel on the Alaska Highway are no 
longer required, but arrangements for accommodation should be made in 
advance. The use of Trailers and Cabin Trailers is permissible, but the use 
of heavy trailers in conjunction with passenger cars is not recommended, 
owing to difficulties which might be encountered on some of the longer 
grades. 

Camping Facilities: The Canadian Government has prepared public camp¬ 
grounds for use by travellers, without charge; at several locations, for those 
travelling with their own camping equipment and food supplies. Cooking and 
dining shelters containing stoves and tables are also provided at these camp¬ 
grounds. 

Bus Services: Buses are operated between Dawson Creek and Whitehorse 
by the British Yukon Navigation Company, and between Whitehorse and 
Fairbanks by the British Yukon Navigation Company and O’Harra Bus 
Eines. Persons travelling by bus are accommodated overnight at Eodges 
operated by the bus companies. Information concerning schedules and fares 
may be obtained from either company at Whitehorse, Y.T. 

Immigration and Customs Requirements: United States citizens passing 
through Canada to Alaska do not require passports, but should possess 
some kind of personal identification. 

Rifles and shotguns are permitted but must be registered immediately 
with the Provincial Police authorities. Fifty rounds of ammunition may be 
brought in free of duty. Pistols or revolvers are prohibited. 

Fish and Game Regulations: An Angler’s Licence is required in Yukon 
Territory. Fees are: Resident, $1.00; Non-Resident, $2.00. Licence for Fish¬ 
ing is also required in Britsli Columba. 

Hunting: Licence fees for Non-Resident Canadian citizens for Big Game 
Hunting is $75.00, and for Non-Residents of other Countries, $100.00. Li¬ 
cence is also required for British Columbia, and regulations governing Fish¬ 
ing and Hunting in B. C. may be obtained from the Provincial Game Com¬ 
missioner, 650 Burrard St., Vancouver, B. C. 

General Information: Information concerning travel on the Alaska High¬ 
way within Alaska may be obtained from the Alaska Road Commission, 
U.S. Department of the Interior, Juneau, Alaska. Information concerning 
all matters relating to Yukon Territory should be addressed to the Controller 
of Yukon Territory, Dawson, Y.T., and for information on British Columbia 
section, write The Department of Trade and Industry, Victoria, B. C.

FORT WHOOP-UP. A cairn marks the site of this most 
notorious of Alberta’s pioneer forts, 11 miles south of the city. 
It was the chief post in the Blackfoot country, and here whiskey 
was traded for buffalo hides. Wagonloads of these valuable skins 
were transferred to Fort Benton, Montana, headquarters of the 
American Free Traders, who, dominating Southern Alberta, recog¬ 
nized no law but their own. 


GALT GARDENS, in the heart of the city, attract the tourist 
with their expanses of lawn under shady trees. Here also is 
to be found the Gurney Museum, a popular spot, containing many 
historical relics and fine specimens of wild life.

ALBERTA 

WATERTON LAKES NATIONAL PARK is one of the most 
colourful and charming of Canada’s Mountain Playgrounds. Situ¬ 
ated in the southwest corner of Alberta, it lies along the eastern 
slope of the Rocky Mountains where they approach the Inter¬ 
national Boundary line, and contains an area of 220 square miles. 
The park also adjoins Glacier National Park in Montana, with 
which it forms the Waterton-Glacier International Peace Park. 

An outstanding feature of the park is Upper Waterton Lake, 
from which the park takes its name. Seven miles long and nearly 
a mile wide, the lake occupies a deep trench between two high 
mountain ranges. From the northern end one may gaze down 
its entire length and admire the splendid peaks which rise from 
the water’s edge. The lake is crossed by the International Bound¬ 
ary, and its beauties are thus shared both by Canada and th'e 
United States.
